For Flood Control 
And Conservation 

U. S. SHARING COST 


Offer Transportation to 
Voters! Spurgeon Asks 
’Yes’ Ballot 


Vote tomorrow! 

"The water bond election tomor¬ 
row is the most important issue 
ever to face the voters of this 
county." 

W. H. Spurgeon, chairman of 
the county-wide citizens’ water 
committee, made this final ap¬ 
peal today. He urged every man 
and woman to cast a ballot on 
the question of issuing $6,620,000 
in bonds to provide for flood con¬ 
trol and water conservation. 

U. 8. Pays Half 

The federal government will 
provide another *6,574,000 for the 
project if the bonds are approved. 
The United States army engineers 
will be in charge of the construc¬ 
tion work. 

Throughout the county automo¬ 
biles will be available to carry 
voters to the 116 voting precincts. 
They will be open from 6 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. In Santa Ana alone 
there will be between 20 and 30 
cars ready to answer calls. By 
telephoning the flood control head¬ 
quarters, 1016, or the Get-Out-the- 
Vote headquarters, 2220, residents 
can secure transportation to any 
one of the 23 precincts in Santa 
Ana. 

Transportation Elsewhere 

Anaheim residents can arrange 
transportation by calling the flood 
control office there, Anaheim 2406. 
Fullerton citizens may do the same 
by calling the chamber of com¬ 
merce, Fullerton 682. At Orange, 
voters may call the chamber of 
commerce also, Orange 481. 

At the local flood control office 
today figures were released show¬ 
ing the tax which will be required 
by passage of the bonds. 

A $4000 home, assessed at $2000, 
will pay an average yearly tax of 
three dollars during the life of the 
40-year bonds, while the average 
10-acre orange grove, assessed at 
$550 per acre, will pay $8.25 per 
year, the figures showed. 

Program's Two Reasons 

The water program has been de- j 
signed for two reasons: to protect 
the highly developed cities and | 
country from flood damage which | 
history shows is inevitable; and to I 
restore rapidly sinking water levels I 
In the underground basin from 
which the county gets its supply. 

To do this the program calls for : 
a dam on the Santa Ana river at 
the upper Prado site, which would

^HE PEOPLE of the United States

recently have read a great deal 
about “borers from within.” The ex¬ 
pression became popular because it 
was the kind of undercover fighting en¬ 
couraged by the soviets and their com¬ 
munistic organization in America. The 
plan was to work stealthily, secretly 
and in no case to reveal one’s identity 
until forced. We also are quite familiar 
with guerrilla warfare as practiced in 
the old days when raiding bands with 
no identity or recognition attacked es¬ 
tablished governments or settlements. 

We have had just that during the 
water bonds campaign which comes to 
a close with tomorrow’s election. One 
or two Mexican generals have poked 
their heads up now and then but for 
the most part the opposition to Orange 
county’s effort to provide an adequate 
water supply for itself, lias been made 
up of unknowns—people who pulled the 
puppet strings and doled out the cash 
when it was needed. 

It is small wonder, then, that their 
efforts to confuse, deceive, and muddy 
the water with half-truths and garbled 
quotations have been disgusting to 
square-shooting people who are not 
afraid to stand up and fight for what 
they believe in. 

Of course there is a reason for this 
refusal of the opposition to identify 
itself. Its leaders, for the most part, 
know it would prejudice their cause, 
if the people, many times deceived 
before, learn who are firing the pot¬ 
shots. So they hide themselves be¬ 
hind straw-man organizations and pink 
sheets made to look like newspapers. 
Sometimes they step on tender toes and 
then are forced to reveal themselves in 
public apologies. The people smile and 
are not deceived. 

And, of course, intelligent people are 
not fooled by last-minute canards and 
explanations. Real fighters do not wait 
until defeat threatens before they make 
their position known.

The text of Emperor Selassie's 
proclamation for mobilization, 
promulgated today by Chan¬ 
cellor Haile Wolderoufe, fol¬ 
lows: 

"Soldiers, group yourselves 
under your chiefs, obey them 
with one heart, repulse the In¬ 
vader! 

“Those who because of in¬ 
firmities or feebleness cannot 
participate actively in this sac¬ 
red struggle can assist by their 
prayers. 

“The opinion of the whole 
world is revolted by this unpro¬ 
voked aggression against Ethi¬ 
opia. 

“God will he with us! Long 
live the emperor and Ethiopia!”

There will not be any state¬ 
ment on the water question on 
behalf of James Irvine.

1. The immediate rupture of 
financial and economic relations 
submitted to the approval of the 
League of Nations; 

2. The lifting of the arms em¬ 
bargo against Ethiopia with 
finanrial assistance to Emperor 
Halle Sellassie for national de¬ 
fense If necessary; 

3. The prohibition of the pur¬ 
chase of Italian goods by mem¬ 
bers of the league and likewise 
the sale of goods from league 
members to Italy, also forbidding 
the sale or transportation of any 
war munitions to Italy.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 3. VP)— 
The Ethiopian government today 
told Luigi Vinci-Gigliucci, the Ital¬ 
ian minister to Ethiopia, to get out 
of the country a few hours after 
official government advices told of 
the bombing of Aduwa by Italian 
airplanes with civilian casualties. 

The Italian envoy was handed 
his passports and he will leave to¬ 
morrow. 

(This action in international af¬ 
fairs usually is preliminary to the 
breaking of diplomatic relations 
between nations). 

Battle Under Way 

An official communique said a 
battle was under way against the 
Italians in Agame province—the 
area that lies between the Italian 
colony of Eritrea and Aduwa. 

Early in the day, Emperor Haile 
Selassie proclaimed the general 
mobilization of his 10,000,000 sub¬ 
jects. 

Fierce fighting and the retreat 
of Italian forces was reported to¬ 
night from Tigre province, the buf¬ 
fer between Eritrea and the Inter¬ 
ior of Ethiopia. 

Italians Retreat 

Later a report the Italians were 
retreating out of the Aduwa area 
—which is part of the general 
Tigre region was received by the 
Reuters correspondent. 

The Italian infantrymen were 
said to be moving back toward 
their bases in Eritrea under the 
cover of their airplanes.

The aggressive demands of Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini and the adamant 
refusals of Emperor Haile Selas¬ 
sie of Ethiopia are the basis of 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute. 

Italy suffered a crushing de¬ 
feat, not yet avenged, at the 
hands of Ethiopians at Aduwa in 
1896. when 8000 Italians were 
killed and 3000 captured. 

II Duce, early in 1934, said 


Italy's future lies in Africa, which 


must be brought into civiliza¬ 
tion.” 

Border clashes between Ethio¬ 
pians and Italians, especially 
at Walwal in December, 1934, 


brought the situation into the 
world spotlight. Each nation 
charged aggression by the other, 
and Ethiopia demanded that the 
League of Nations investigate. A 
conciliation commission held nei¬ 
ther was to blame. 

Italy charged Ethiopia should 
be removed from the league, that 
the Ethiopian government was un¬ 
fit to rule its diversified peoples, 
that its wandering tribes con¬ 
stantly menaced Italian colonies, 
and that Italy must control and 
“civilize” the country in self-pro¬ 
tection. 

The league found no solution 
acceptable to both.

On July 4, 1934, Joe Louis 
turned professional. 

At first he was a speck in the 
pugilistic heavens seeking its 
proper orbit, then, as victory fol¬ 
lowed victory, a dark cloud loom¬ 
ing ever larger on the horizon. 
By the time it caught up with 
Primo Camera and Max Baer, the 
cloud had become a tornado, and 
the swish and roar of its de¬ 
vastating flight was heard 'round 
the world. 

Twenty-One Kayoos 

Up to and including the quietus 
put on Madcap Max, Joe has 
taken on 25 ring warriors, knock¬ 
ing out 21, beating the other four 
by decision. 

Compared with the loquacity of 
other fighters, Louis is as still as 
the tomb. "He don’t say nothin.’ ” 
and he means it. Occasionally, 
on the eve of a fight, in superb 
condition as he awaits the gong, 
he may name the round. Giving 
or taking punches, his face is ex¬ 
pressionless save for the slits of 
his eyes narrowing on his prey. 

But there is one person in the 
world who knows him otherwise. 
She was Marva Trotter, 19-year- 
old Chicagoan She now is Mrs. 
Joe Louis. He married her two 
hours before her met Baer in the 
Yankee Stadium. He must have 
talked, like other prospective 
benedicts.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3. (Ah—From 
a cottonpicker's cabin in Alabama 
to a palatial home in Chicago, 
via the prize ring, epitomizes the 
spectacular career of Joe Louis, 
the Midwest Menace to Champion 
James J Braddock’s crown. 

His short life—he is only 21 
has been full of shortcuts to the 
pinnacles, and even his name has 
felt this influence. 

Born Joseph Louis Barrow, May 
18, 1914, at Lafayette, Ala, the 
seventh son of Munn and Lily 
Barrow, the Brown Belter dropped 
the family name after his first 
fight and shortened Joseph to Joe. 

His father died when he was 
two years old. His mother mar¬ 
ried again and moved to Detroit. 
There young Joe was reared. 

At 12. to help stock a sparse 
family larder, he went to work 
after school hours as iceman's 
helper at $1 a week. Nine years 
later, for less than 12 minutes' 
work—not counting training he 
earned $250,000 by pulverizing 
Max Baer, once hailed as a “man- 
killer” and once the heavyweight 
champion of the world. 

Made a Sorry Start 

While attending trade school, 
he began to frequent a gym¬ 
nasium where friends of his were 
in training for amateur hours 
The lure of leather proved too 
strong, and soon, at 18, Joe 
Louis stiU Joseph Louis Barrow 
—pulled on tne gloves in an ama¬ 
teur tourney. 

In two rounds he hit the can¬ 
vas half a dozen times—and 
got up each time. He lasted 
through the next round, the 
last, and his career, with this 
Inauspicious start, was launched. 

To say that he profited by this 
shellacking and took it to heart, 
resolved to improve, is idle in 
the face of his subsequent ama¬ 
teur record. In two years he en¬ 
gaged in 54 bouts, winning 43 by 
knockouts. Seven he won by de¬ 
cision, and four he lost. But he 
was on the way to the heights, 
and these setbacks were but tem¬ 
porary. He won the light-heavy¬ 
weight amateur championship at 
the national A. A. U tournament 
in St. Louis, in April 1934. 

Joe Has Negro Pilots 

The phenomenal rise of the 
young Negro through the amateur 
ranks raught the attention of two 
men of his own race who were 
destined to guide Joe Louis to 
fame and fortune. They are John 
Roxborough and Julian Black, the 
former a Detroit attorney, the lat¬ 
ter a Chicagoan.

Addressing a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at Spurgeon Memorial 
Methodist church. J. E. Lloyd, dep¬ 
uty county surveyor, made an ap¬ 
peal for the Orange county water 
program and passage of the 
$6,620,000 bond issue at the polls 
Friday. 

Mr. Lloyd presented facts as to 
the cost of the project, need for 
the protection offered and the ad¬ 
vantages of carrying on the con¬ 
struction project at this time, 
rather than waiting until later 
when it will be impossible to ob¬ 
tain government aid. 

The text of his address follows: 

Text of Address 

I have been asked to come here 
today and give you a brief mes¬ 
sage regarding Orange county's 
water program and the proposed 
bond election which will be held 
next Friday, Oct. 4. 

Time will not permit me to go 
into much detail regarding the 
work which it is proposed to do in 
order to save Orange county from 
disastrous floods, which in the 
past have periodically caused tre¬ 
mendous damage. 

It is sufficient to say that it Is 
proposed to construct a series of 
| earthen dams on the various 
j water courses in the county, the 
J main one being located on the 
j Santa Ana river, at Prado. These 
j dams are designed with sufficient 
j capacity to hold back flood waters 
during protracted rains, and save 
approximately 40,000 acre feet of 
j water per year which now runs 
| off into the ocean. For the bene¬ 
fit of those who do not grasp 
what 40,000 acre feet of water 
means, I will explain that the city 
j of Santa Ana alone uses an aver¬ 
age of 2.382,000 gallons of water 
per day, or 7.29 acre feet. There¬ 
fore 40,000 acre feet represents 
sufficient water to last Santa Ana 
15 years, at its present rate of 
consumption. 

And bear in mind that this 
amount of water is lost each year 
I through run-off into the ocean, 
j After a storm is over, the water 
[ so held in storage will be allowed 
to flow out of the reservoirs as 
! fast as it can be absorbed, at the 
| various spreading points, and run 
[ into the vast underground basin, 
j which is the present chief source 
| of our irrigation and domestic 
| water supply. Year after year the 
water level in this underground 
basin has been lowered until today 
in many places the water level in 
wells is below sea level. This can- 
j not continue indefinitely without 
' an intrusion of salt water from 
the ocean, which would spell real 
' disaster. 

IT. S. Pays Half 

The cost of the proposed flood 
control works, including dams, 
j spreading works, etc , will be ap- 
I proximately $12,994,000. Of this 
amount the government has agreed 
i to furnish, as a part of its pub- 
I lie works and employment pro- 


thelr attendant loss of life and 
property. 

2 Because our water supply 
will be conserved and aug¬ 
mented. We need more water 
to replenish the ground supply 
and take care of the rapidly in¬ 
creasing population. 

3. It is worthy of your sup¬ 
port because if we go in part¬ 
nership with “Uncle Sam” the 
project will cost us only half 
as much as it eventually will, 
if we wait until disaster over¬ 
takes us and then, in addition, 
have to pay the entire cost, 
without aid from the govern¬ 
ment. 

4. You should support the 
bond issue because it will fur¬ 
nish employment for over 3000 
men for the coming year, there¬ 
by relieving the unemployment 
situation and saving the tax¬ 
payers about $300,000, which 
otherwise would have to be 
spent to take care of ‘he un¬ 
employed. 

Tax Is Negligible 
There are some folks who have 
raised the objection that the pro¬ 
posed bond issue will be the means 
of raising their taxes.

not be the best plan, 
good plan." 

It included: 

1. Hold up all PWA projects not 
having definite commitments. 

2. Do not start any PWA proj¬ 
ects which cannot be finished 
within one fiscal year and without 
additional appropriations. 

3. Use all federal funds con¬ 
served in these first two moves in 
direct relief until real employment 
can be offered. 

4 Make a complete census of 
all unemployed and a survey of 
possible jobs in industry and com¬ 
merce. 

5. Prepare immediately a new 
and simplified NRA to support 
fair trade practices and shorten 
hours.

LAST OF “CHEAP GAS” 

IS IN SIGHT TODAY 

LOS ANGELES—The last of 
"cheap gas" was in sight today 
for Southern California motorists. 
W. B. Wylie, president of the In¬ 
dependent Service Station Own¬ 
ers’ association, announced third 
grade gasoline from independent 
refineries would be raised to 11.5 
cents a gallon by next Tuesday. 


It is prob¬ 
ably true that there will be a 
slight increase in taxes, but this 
will be almost negligible. For in¬ 
stance at 15 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation it would amount 
to only about $1.50 per year to 
the owner of a $4000 home. 

Progress always requires some 
sacrifice. Our forefathers toiled 
and denied themselves, they even 
bled and died that we might have 
many of the advantages which we 
enjoy today in this great land of 
ours, the best country on the face 
of the globe. 

We, too, should feel an obliga¬ 
tion to our posterity to hand down 
to them not merely as good a 
country as we inherited, but even 
a better one. If we fail to conserve 
and build up our water supply, Or¬ 
ange county cannot grow and de¬ 
velop and may eventually go back 
to the desert which the hardy pio¬ 
neers found, when this section was 
first colonized. Yes, we are obli¬ 
gated to our posterity. We can 
help meet that obligation by going 
to the polls next Friday and voting 
“yes" for the water bonds. 

Be Sure to Vote 

But regardless of how you vote, 
may I urge you to be sure and vote 
It is a sad commentary on our 
present system when only 25 per 
cent of the people are sufficiently 
interested in our representative 
form of government to go to the 
polls and vote, as was the case last 
week at the school bond election, 
here in Santa Ana.

God’s Country.” Folks, this is 
“God’s Country,” especially in 
these days when so many forces 
are at work, both from without 
and within, trying to tear down 
and destroy. It is my firm convic¬ 
tion that it is your duty and my 
duty to go to the polls Friday and 
vote “YES” for a measure which 
will unquestionably help to make 
Orange county a happier and bet¬ 
ter place in which to live.

Shall Orange county spend 
$300,000 a year in a losing effort 
to maintain water levels in its 
pumps— 

Or shall it spend a like sum to 
guarantee preservation of its wa¬ 
ter supply and also provide pro¬ 
tection from floods? 

These two queries contain the 
gist of an outline of the water 
situation made today by Dr. D. D. 
Waynick, farm bureau leader and 
head of the Association Labora¬ 
tories at Anaheim, and by J. E. 
Lewis of Yorba Linda, head of the 
water committee of the farm bu¬ 
reau and superintendent of the 
Yorba Linda Water company. 

Spend $300,000 Annually 

Whether the $6,620,000 water 
bonds are voted tomorrow or not, 
the pumpers of the county must 
spend $300,000 annually In increas¬ 
ing power costs to lift water from 
levels which grow lower each year, 
their statement explained. 

They said this additional ex¬ 
pense would be sufficient to pay 
the average annual interest and 
principal on the $6,620,000 in 
bonds. Thus, their statement 
showed, the question is not wheth¬ 
er the $300,000 shall be spent each 
year; the question is whether it 
shall be spent for maintaining 
water levels, or merely in a deeper 
and deeper quest for a receding 
water supply, which ultimately 
must reach the vanishing point. 

If the water levels are allowed 
to drop still further, it will cost 
every owner of a 10-acre orange 
grove—and there are hundreds of 
them in this county—an additional 
$200 over a 10-year period to 
pump water from greater depths; 
and by the same token, it will 
cost only $75 for a grove of this 
size over the same length of time 
to refund its share of the county¬ 
wide bonds, said Dr. Waynick and 
Mr. Lewis. 

"I have just made a calculation," 


Dr. Waynick said, “which indicates 
that the additional cost of pump¬ 
ing water for a 10-acre grove over 
a 10-year period, directly charge¬ 
able against the decrease in water 
level, will be $200. This sum fig¬ 
ures additional power which will 
be required, depreciation in well 
equipment, etc. 

"The cost of the bond issue on 
the same program, with an aver¬ 
age assessed valuation, will be 
about $75 for interest and assess¬ 
ment on bonds through the same 
period.” 

The paradox of increased power 
costs piling an additional $300,000 
on the heads of water pumpers, 
equalling the average annual sum 
to be required to pay off the wa¬ 
ter bonds over a 40-year period, it 
was explained by Mr, Lewis. This 
$300,000 increased power bill is 
only a minimum, he was careful 
to explain, and said that it might 
easily be more unless diminishing 
water levels are brought back to 
normal through inauguration of 
the county-wide water develop¬ 
ment program by an overwhelm¬ 
ing “yes” vote Friday. 

Equals Bond Cost 

"Using 2 'i cents as a minimum 
cost for power lifting an acre foot 
of water one foot, and applying it 
against the drop in water levels 
in the Santa Ana basin, we have 
a minimum estimated increased 
power cost of $300,000. a sum 
equal to the average bond retire¬ 
ment cost,” he said. 

The $6,620,000 in bonds, sold at 
4 per cent interest, will be retired 
in 40 years. The interest will 
amount to about 80 per cent of 
the principal in that period, it was 
explained. This would make the 
interest total $5,296,000. This, 
added to the principal, would make 
a grand total of $11,916,000. The 
latter sum, divided by 40, would 
mean an average annual payment 
of $297,900.

"Make the statement as strong 
as you wish. It will be the 
army." 

In these words Frank Y. Mc¬ 
Laughlin, California director of 
the Works Progress administra¬ 
tion, recently assured Supervisor 
W. C. Jerome that United States 
army engineers will do the work 
of constructing Orange county’s 
flood control and water conserva¬ 
tion works if the voters approve 
a $6,620,000 bond issue tomorrow. 

The government’s share of the 
money $6,574,000 — wilt come 
from the WPA, of which Mr. Mc¬ 
Laughlin is the head in Califor¬ 
nia. Army engineers have ap¬ 
proved the project ami have been 
making plans to carry it out for 
the WPA. They will be ready to 
launch the project on Oct. 12, 
Talks Over Radio 

Mr. Jerome gave this message 
to the people last night in a talk 
over radio station KREG, refut¬ 
ing rumors that have been circu¬ 
lated by interests that have kept 
themselves under cover, in a last- 
minute attempt to defeat the 
bonds. 

After outlining the steady de¬ 
cline in the county’s water sup¬ 
ply and telling of the danger from 
floods, Mr. Jerome said: “Remem¬ 
ber, we have taken a country that 
was partly arid and partly 
swamp; we have drained the 
swamps, we have planted the arid 
lands to semi-tropic trees that 
consume large amounts of water, 
we have filled in natural channels, 
we have builded cities in the paths 
of floods, we have induced a large 
population, with the resultant use 
of large amounts of water, to set¬ 
tle here, we have denuded many 
of our hillsides and mountains. We 
have drilled almost countless wells 


to tap the water resources that 
nature had stored in our under¬ 
ground reservoir. 

“We have been prodigal with 
the gifts of the Almighty and we 
have done practically nothing to 
insure the future of our county 
for our children or ourselves. We 
have reached such a point in our 
development that it is apparent 
to every thinking citizen that we 
must do something to insure our 
lives and properties from devas¬ 
tating floods that are sure to 
come and to increase and con¬ 
serve our water supply.” 

Tells Spending Plan 

Mr. Jerome recalled that follow¬ 
ing defeat of a water program 
six years ago, the upper counties 
on the Santa Ana river built 
spreading works, not to save this 
county from floods, “but to cap¬ 
ture for themselves the clear wa¬ 
ter following the floods, and which 
eventually will not only hold the 
water that is rightfully ours, if 
we are not prepared to save it, 
but will be the means perhaps of 
holding some we are now receiv¬ 
ing. I doubt not that these in¬ 
terests are helping to finance the 
opposition to our plan.” With a 
dam on the Santa Ana river, Or¬ 
ange county could claim and con¬ 
serve its share of this flood water, 
Mr. Jerome indicated. 

Now the county has a chance 
to save its water and prevent 
floods, with the government pay¬ 
ing half the bill. 

“We believe that an opportunity 
such as is presented at this time 
will probably never come again. 

“If the people of our county 
go to the polls Friday and we get 
a 60 per cent vote, I am sure 
there can be but one answer," said 
Mr. Jerome.

BONDS BACKED 
BY CHAPMAN 


C, Stanley Chapman, well-known 
Fullerton business man, today in¬ 
dorsed the county water project 
enthusiastically. His letter of in¬ 
dorsement follows: 

"I have been rather lukewarm 
toward the Orange county flood 
control bonds because of the in¬ 
creased tax burden tn iitrse times 
of small income. I devoted Tues¬ 
day to a trip over the Santa Ana 
river basin, and the conserva¬ 
tion work which is being done at 
the sources of Orange county’s 
water supply. This work is being 
well done—so well that its com¬ 
pletion will practically eliminate 
the run-off of the average storms, 
on which we depend for the main¬ 
tenance of our underground sup¬ 
ply, leaving to us only the dis¬ 
astrous floods which cannot be 
controlled on the upper river. To 
retain our rights to these vital 
waters we must have a way to 
conserve them, and we must have 
it at once. If the appropriation of 
these wRters is allowed to be per¬ 
fected in San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties, they will be 
forever lost to us. 

“It may be argued that the con¬ 
served waters reach us under¬ 
ground, but even a casual survey 
of the forest of pumping plants 
in the basin will convince anyoni 
that our share of the underground 
flow is extremely small, and grow¬ 
ing less and less each year. 

“Valuable as the dam might be 
for flood control and employ¬ 
ment, I feel that Its chief value 
and necessity lies in the conser¬ 
vation of our water supply. Dam¬ 
aging floods may be long delayed, 
unemployment will finally yield to 
recovery, but one fact is sure, if 
Orange county loses *s claim to 
the run-off waters which are our 
only source of underground sup¬ 
ply, disaster is only a question of 
sooner or later, it is certain. 

“If the entire cost of the proj¬ 
ect had to be borne by Orange 
county alone, I would urge the 
enthusiastic support of all tax¬ 
payers and property owners and 
their votes in favor of the flood 
control bonds.”

T AKE time out to listen to the world series. It will do 
you good. Take time out to go to the football games 
here and in Los Angeles.

We are faced with so many heavy subjects these 
days, so much distress, real and imaginary, that we need 
to get away from it entirely and get real excited about 
things that don’t matter so much. 

The athlete who thrills us with his strength and 
mental alertness; the humorist who makes us laugh; the 
musician who inspires and soothes; the dramatist who 
brings our imagination into play—all these, in addition 
to the good story-teller—are forms of amusement which 
the world needs right now to preserve its poise and good 
sense. Get some of it. Men who are too serious are ap¬ 
proaching the danger mark. Take time out to play. 


SIMPLICITY IN TAXATION 

F OLLOWERS of Henry George, at a convention in New 
York, reported an awakening interest in the teachings 
of the economist-philosopher of San Francisco who died 
38 years ago. 

And, come to think of it, it would not be at all sur¬ 
prising if an increasing number of Americans in the near 
future were to turn to the pages of “Progress and 
Poverty.’’ 

We do not wish to say anything here that might 
involve us in an academic argument over the principles 
of the single tax, but merely wish to observe in passing 
that the harshest critics of the plan, even in the heyday 
of the prophet who held that land was the true source of 
all wealth, never denied that it possessed the merit of sim¬ 
plicity and, theoretically at least, of justice. 

Who can say as much for our present tax system? 
It is not one of simplicity, but one of vast confusion. And 
it is not equitable, either in theory or in practice. 

In four years, the number of states which levy sales 
taxes has increased from three to 24. Taxing authorities 
have seemed to lie awake nights devising ingenious levies. 
More and more they have turned to levies on the goods 
and services which the people buy. Even our Federal 
Government derives approximately two-thirds of its rev¬ 
enue from hidden sales and nuisance levies which take 
their toll without any regard whatever for the principle 
of ability to pay. And the taxes of one government over¬ 
lap those of another, with the result that the inequities 
extend not only in respect to the rich and the poor con¬ 
sumers, but also to the various commodities and services, 
subsidizing some by penalizing others. 

A statue in bronze should be erected of any person 
who will devise a tax system which is simple and equit¬ 
able, which will provide for the needs of government by 
taking from each citizen in proportion to his ability to 
pay, and which will rid us of the trade-paralyzing taxes 
that now sap our economic life and afflict our people.
